1.  To  choose  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  a  town 
clerk ;  one  selectman  to  hold  office  for  three  years ;  one 
selectman  to  hold  office  for  two  years;  assessors  of 
taxes ;  overseers  of  the  poor ;  a  town  treasurer ;  a  collec- 
tor of  taxes ;  a  superintendent  of  the  burying  grounds ; 
auditors ;  library  trustee,  to  hold  office  for  the  next  three 
years;  a  trustee  of  town  trust  funds  to  hold  office  for 
three  years. 

2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  appoint  one  or  more  highway  agents. 

3.  To  choose  measurers  of  wood ;  surveyors  of  lum- 
ber; fence  viewers;  a  pound  keeper;  police  chief;  police 
officers  constables  and  all  necessary  town  officers. 

4.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  budget  committee,  and 
act  thereon. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  oil  burning 
heating  equipment  in  the  library,  the  church  and  the 
town  hall  (as  included  in  the  budget). 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 


men  to  have  two-way  radios  installed  in  the  fire  trucks 
(as  included  in  the  budget). 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  use  the  sum  of  $10,- 
000.00  of  the  funds  received  from  the  United  States  of 
America  for  the  taking  of  land  in  the  town,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  creating  a  capital  reserve  fund  for  the  construc- 
tion, re-construction  or  alteration  of  the  town  buildings 
and  acquisition  of  highway  building,  repairing  and  main- 
tenance of  equipment. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,730.00  of  the  funds  received  from  the  United 
States  Government  for  the  taking  of  land  in  the  town,  to 
be  used  in  the  general  revenue  received  to  help  off-set 
the  loss  of  revenue  through  the  reduction  of  taxation 
from  property  taken  over  by  the  U.  S.  Government. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  approve  the  increase 
in  the  salaries  of  town  officers  (as  included  in  the  bud- 
get).

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  se- 
lectmen to  administer,  or  to  dispose  of,  any  real  estate 
acquired  or  to  be  acquired,  by  the  town  through  tax  col- 
lector's deeds. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  se- 
lectmen to  hire  money  on  the  credit  of  the  town,  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes;  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed 
the  going  bank  rate. 
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To  transact  such  other  business  as  legally  may  come 
before  the  meeting.

For  the  year  of  1952,  the  Newington  Police  Depart- 
ment makes  the  following  report:  3  missing  boats,  2  ju- 
venile problems,  2  breaking  and  entering,  one  of  them 
happened  at  4  p.  m.,  one  missing  person.  There  have  been 
8  motor  vehicle  accidents. 

We  have  arrested  5  persons  for  driving  after  drinking, 
3  persons  operating  without  licenses,  13  motor  vehicle 
violations,  one  for  operating  a  motor  vehicle  after  his 
right  to  do  so  had  been  revoked  by  the  Commissioner 
one  for  operating  motor  vehicle  under  the  influence  of 
liquor. 

We  have  given  out  32  warnings  for  speeding  thru  the 
township,  also  14  to  persons  under  the  influence  of 
liquor. 

John  Foster  resigned  the  last  of  April  and  the  Select- 
men appointed  Stillman  A.  Packard,  Jr.,  to  finish  the 
year. 

The  Police  Department  would  like  to  take  this  time  to 
thank  the  voters  of  the  town  of  Newington  for  the  Radio. 
It  has  been  a  great  help  on  the  many  occasions  that  we 
have  had  to  use  it.  It  certainly  works  very  nicely. 

The  Town  of  Newington  is  going  to  receive  from  the 
Governor's  Highway  Safety  Council  another  citation  for 
no  fatal  accidents  for  the  year  1952.

During  1952  the  Newington  Fire  Department  an- 
swered a  total  of  thirty-four  calls.

We  hope  that  you  will  appropriate  this  sum 
at  the  town  meeting. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Fire  Department  for  another  year  of  ex- 
cellent operation  and  work.  We  also  wish  to  thank  the 
Newington  Police  Department  for  their  assistance  at 
fires.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOL 


To  the  School  Board  of  Newington: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  twenty-third  report  as 
Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  current  year  began  Wednesday,  September  3, 
1952,  with  an  initial  enrollment  of  49  pupils.  This  is  the 
same  enrollment  as  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  fact 
that  there  was  no  increase  is  due  to  the  local  uncertainty 
at  the  present  time  due  to  the  proposed  air  base.  Nine- 
teen Newington  pupils  were  registered  in  Portsmouth 
Senior  High  school  and  twenty-seven  in  the  Junior  High 
School.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  statistical  report  that  by 
far  the  heavier  registration  is  in  the  lower  grades.  This 
portends  a  larger  enrollment  in  the  future. 

The  projected  air  base  makes  the  conditions  uncertain 
as  to  our  school  enrollment.  We  have,  however,  applied 
for  federal  aid  under  Public  Law  874  in  case  its  provi- 
sions should  apply  to  Newington.  It  may  be  that,  as  far 
as  our  town  and  the  neighboring  towns  are  concerned, 
this  law  will  be  replaced  by  a  more  adequate  bill.  Law 
874  was  passed  to  aid  districts  effected  by  government 
projects.  Application  was  made  for  the  past  year  but 
legal  interpretation  of  the  law  declared  aid  was  to  be 
granted  only  for  schools  in  the  state  where  federal  ac- 
tivity is  located.  This  ruled  out  New  Hampshire  schools 
except  in  cases  where  the  parents  live  on  the  base.  Our 
representatives  and  senators  in  Washington  are  to  in- 
troduce a  bill  to  correct  this  injustice.  If  this  bill  shall 
become  a  law,  Newington  will  be  entitled  to  this  aid.  At 
the  present  time  we  are  not  so  entitled. 

The  film  strip  library,  voted  at  the  past  meeting  of 
Supervisory  Union  21,  has  been  purchased  and  is  now 
in  use. 


These  films  are  not  entertainment  features  but  are 
strictly  teaching  helps.  They  show  in  pictures  the  sub- 
jects being  taught  in  the  work  of  the  school.  The  funda- 
mental processes  of  Arithmetic  are  illustrated.  Lessons 
in  elementary  Science,  Geography,  and  Reading  are  pre- 
sented to  the  children  in  attractive,  colored  pictures.  The 
teachers  are  unanimous  in  their  enthusiasm  for  this  lat- 
est aid  in  teaching  effectively.  The  seven  boards  of  the 
Union  voted  to  extend  this  library  by  the  addition  of 
new  films  during  the  current  year. 

Pupils  entering  our  school  from  other  districts  present 
a  difficult  problem  of  adjustment,  since  schools  are  lo- 
cally administered.  The  grade  placement  of  subjects  var- 
ies somewhat  from  state  to  state.  Organization  varies 
as  do  methods  and  texts.  This  situation  requires  special 
attention  and  efforts  on  the  part  of  teachers  and  pupils 
effected.  Such  a  situation  requires  teachers  of  much  ex- 
perience who  have  the  ability  to  adapt  to  unusual  situa- 
tions. Newington  has  such  teachers  in  its  school.  Both 
are  trained  teachers  and  are  students  of  the  individual 
pupil.  The  difficulty  of  adjusting  new  pupils  will  probab- 
ly become  more  urgent  as  federal  activities  near  us.  For 
this  reason,  it  is  important  to  have  our  staff  composed  of 
teachers  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  New  Hampshire 
philosophy  and  with  the  objectives  which  the  town  de 
sires  of  its  schools. 

The  work  of  Mrs.  Yavorosky,  our  school  nurse  is  ap- 
preciated, I  am  sure.  She  is  a  careful  guardian  of  the 
health  of  our  children.  She  had  given  of  her  time  beyond 
the  call  of  duty.  Improved  service  is  furnished  by  the 
telebinocular  which  was  presented  to  Union  21.  This  ma- 
chine detects  defects  which  we  were  unable  to  recognize 
previously.  Some  of  these  defects  do  not  necessarily  need 
correction  but  the  fact  of  their  existence  is  proven  to 
teachers  and  parents. 

All  school  people  recognize  the  value  of  an  energetic 


and  loyal  Parent-Teacher  Association,  Newington  has 
such  an  organization.  It  is  responsible  for  numerous  ser- 
vices to  the  children  which  the  district  itself  might  no 
feel  able  to  provide.  The  film  strip  machine  was  present- 
ed by  the  P.  T.  A.  Not  content  with  this  alone,  the  asso- 
ciation voted  money  for  a  library  of  films.  Its  program, 
whereby  a  hot  dish  is  served  to  the  pupils  at  noon,  is 
outstanding  with  the  members  not  only  furnishing  the 
material  but  personally  operating  the  service.  A  fund 
was  also  contributed  for  magazines  to  be  used  in  the 
school.  Of  particular  interest,  in  this  group,  is  a  sub- 
scription for  the  Readers  Digest  for  children.  The  Digest 
furnishes  articles  of  real  value  written  in  words  graded 
to  the  child's  ability  to  read. 

A  fund  for  playground  equipment  has  also  been  pro- 
vided. Such  equipment  is  valuable,  not  only  from  a  health 
standpoint  but  as  a  help  to  the  administration  of  the 
school.  To  the  P.  T.  A.  our  thanks. 

The  scholastic  standing  of  your  schools  is  guaranteed 
by  three  factors.  First  and  most  important  is  the  fact 
that  we  have  teachers  of  experience,  training  and  skill 
in  our  schools.  The  second  factor  is  the  practice  of  giving 
tests  duly  standardized  and  of  recognized  validity.  The 
third  means  of  measuring  our  schools  is  the  type  of  work 
accomplished  by  our  pupils  in  the  schools  which  they 
later  attend.  By  all  these,  Newington  schools  are  good 
schools.  With  your  help  and  understanding  cooperation 
they  will  continue  so. 

The  School  Board  is  a  businesslike  group,  working  for 
the  interest  of  the  children  and  of  the  taxpayer.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  work  with  them. 

For  the  help  and  consideration  of  the  Board,  I  am 
grateful.  For  the  interest  and  cooperation  of  the  people 
of  Newington,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks.  It  is  also  a 


pleasure  to  work  with  your  teachers  and  pupils.  They 
make  my  contacts  with  them  pleasant  and  profitable.
